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Poundstretcher plan 
to open in Co-op site

DISCOUNT store company Pound- 
stretcher say they plan to open a 
shop in Haverhill’s old Co-Op site 
in Jubilee Walk in October. 

The building has been empty 
since December 2011. 

Its regeneration is a key part of 
ONE Haverhill’s town centre mas¬ 
terplan, which will go before St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council in 
September. 

Company secretary at Pound- 
stretcher Martin Collinson said: 
“We are planning on opening a 
store in the town. It’s an old Co-Op 
site. 

“It’s just waiting to complete the 
legals. We would indicate that it’s 
going to be open some time in early 
October.” 

The company have been adver¬ 
tising online for a store manager, 
deputy manager, and supervisor in 
Haverhill. 

The adverts have now come 
down, and Mr Collinson says the 
company is going through the ap¬

plications to appoint a manage¬ 
ment team. He said once these 
three roles were filled, they would 
begin to appoint a team of service 
assisstants. 

He said these would probably be 
part-time roles, but stressed that 
Poundstretcher does not use zero- 
hours contracts. 

The company’s property director 


Tim Shattock said they had agreed 
terms on a unit but the plans were 
not certain until the contract had 
been signed. 

A spokesman for the Co-Oper¬ 
ative confirmed that the property 
was under offer from a high street 
retailer. 

The building is owned by St Ed¬ 
mundsbury Borough Council, but 


was leased to the Co-Operative 
Group. 

A spokesperson for St Edmunds¬ 
bury Borough Council said: “We 
know that there are retailers look¬ 
ing to move into Haverhill, but we 
can’t comment on individual cases 
because we wouldn’t necessarily 
know who wants to go where. 

“Although the Jubilee Walk prop¬ 


erty is empty, the Co-op still has 
responsibility for the lease of the 
premises and the council has a 
strong interest in what happens 
there because of any potential im¬ 
pact as a result of the town centre 
masterplan development.” 

A spokeswoman for ONE Haver¬ 
hill said: “The draft Haverhill Town 
Centre Masterplan will go before St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council in 
September. 

“Any activity related to the Co-op 
site is a good thing for Haverhill.” 

Chair of Haverhill Chamber of 
Commerce, Paul Donno, said: “The 
Chamber of Commerce welcomes 
the fact that the building is being 
used and there are employment op¬ 
portunities. 

“We are slightly disappointed by 
the type of shop that’s in there as we 
would have liked a bigger house¬ 
hold name, but we are encouraged 
by the fact that it’s a large shop.”

Vandalism at

SKATERS say that vandals 
are starting fires and break¬ 
ing bottles at a skate park to 
disrupt and discredit its us¬ 
ers. 

One user of the Howe 
Road skate park, Dillon Lu¬ 
cas said: “Every weekend I 
come down here on a Staur- 
day morning there will be 
smashed glass.” 

He and other users of the 
park said they frequently 
spend hours cleaning up the 
broken glass at the week¬ 
ends, and BMX riders still 
suffer punctures. 

They said that the glass 
problem began when a bot¬ 
tle bank was installed in 
Howe Road on March 19 this 
year. 

Another skater, Stephen 
Sparrow said: “There are 
people smoking out here 
and doing drugs. We need 
lights, and a first aider and a 
little shelter.” 

The skaters also said that

vandals had lit fires in the 
skate park and set off fire¬ 
works. 

Dillon said on Tuesday: “It 
was actually last night that 
there was a fire on a ramp. 

“We think we should get a 
new skate park.” 

They estimated around 25 
to 30 young people regularly 
skate at the park and are dis¬ 
rupted by these incidents. 

Haverhill police have ac¬ 
knowledged that vandals 
starting fires and smashing 
bottles to discredit the skate 


park’s users is a problem. 

Sgt Matt Gilbert of Haver¬ 
hill Police said: “With the 
schools breaking up, there 
has been vandalism and ar¬ 
son.” 

Earlier this year, a number 
of 15 and 16-year-old stu¬ 
dents at Castle Manor Acad¬ 
emy began a campaign for a 
new indoor skate park.

Driver on 
drugs fined 
and banned 


A MAN who was using a mobile 
phone while driving with 
cannabis in his blood has been 
banned from the roads. 

Daniel Adshead, of Harewood 
Terrace, Haverhill, was stopped 
by police for driving with no seat 
belt and using his mobile phone 
on Coldhams Lane, Cambridge, 
on April 5. 

But when police stopped him 
they noticed a smell of cannabis 
so they carried out a road side 
drugs test. 

Once in custody, the 36-year- 
old was found to have 5.8 kg of 
cannabis per 1 litre of blood - 
more than twice the legal limit. 

Adshead, who pleaded guilty 
on Tuesday at Cambridge 
Magistrates' Court, has no 
previous convictions of a similar 
nature. 

The window fitter said he 
had smoked cannabis the night 
before and hadn't realised it 
would still be in his system at 
10.30am - when he was stopped. 

He added that losing his job 
was "on the cards" if banned 
from driving. 

Adshead was given a 12 month 
ban and a £150 fine for the 
offence. 

He was also ordered to pay 
£85 in court costs and a £25 
victim surcharge.

PARENTS have started a 
campaign to improve a play 
area - which contains just 
four pieces of equipment. 

Ben Brangwin, who lives in 
Haverhill’s Forest Glade and 
Clare Reeve, of Cambridge 
Way, have launched an on¬ 
line petition about the Howe 
Road play area. 

The petition has received 
359 signatures since it was 
launched last Thursday. 

It states: “The tractor park 
is very rundown and ageing. 
It is a play area that serves a 
large part of the community, 
however many people from 
the town are having to travel, 
if they can, to parks further 
afield with more play equip¬ 
ment. 

“There is very little for chil¬ 
dren to play on at the park 
especially since the removal 
of some play equipment and 
there have been no replace¬ 
ments.” 

Campaigner Clare has two 
children who use the play¬ 
ground: Poppy, 7 and Arty, 
18 months. She said: “We 
need to prepare to fight for 
it, to work for it, and kick up 
a fuss.” 

The playground currently 
has four pieces of equip¬ 
ment: a large tractor-shaped 
climbing frame, which re¬ 
cently had the toy steering 
wheel removed; two sets of 
swings, and one elephant¬ 
shaped springy chair. 

Seven-year-old Poppy 
Reeve, who regularly uses 
the playground, said: “It’s 
really nice but I don’t like

the elephant. I used to like 
the roundabout but now 
it’s gone. I want the same 
roundabout and maybe in 
the middle there could be a 
slide.” 

A council spokesperson 
confirmed that a bicycle 
roundabout at the play¬ 
ground had been taken away 
from the play area some time 
ago, “as it was deemed be¬ 
yond economic repair”. 

The parents also have 
concerns about the safety 
of the playground, as the 
metal equipment has sharp 
corners, and some of the 
ground is hard and not cov¬ 
ered in safety surface. 

As well as the petition, 
Clare and Ben, a father of 
two, have been in touch with 
mayor of Haverhill Betty 
McLatchy and local coun¬ 
cillors, including town and 
borough councillor Barry 
Robbins. 

Cllr Robbins is planning 
to bring up the issue with 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council. He said: “It’s in a re¬ 
ally bad state of repair. It’s a 
disgrace really. 

“It does need to be sorted 
out. Lots of people have 
been in touch saying when 
is something going to be 
done. I used to take my chil¬ 
dren and my grandchildren 
there.” 

A council spokesperson 


said: “There is a rolling re¬ 
newal programme for the 
90 play areas we look after 
in West Suffolk, which is in¬ 
formed by use and condi¬ 
tion, and Howe Road is not 
scheduled for work in the 
next couple of years. How¬ 
ever the new Meadowlands 
play area is within 400m of 
Howes Road, at Hales Barn 
Road.” 

St Edmundsbury also con¬ 
firmed that the playground 
is inspected every week by a 
council officer and assessed 
once a year by an independ¬ 
ent inspector. The inspec¬ 
tor can recommend that 
the park either be closed or 
action taken to repair or re¬ 
move a piece of equipment if 
required. 

The campaigners are hop¬ 
ing to start a residents’ as¬ 
sociation to campaign for 
the playground. If you would 
like to get involved, contact 
Clare at clare.reeve@out- 
look.com or Ben at brang- 
wins@hotmail.co.uk.

INSPECTORS are “gravely 
concerned that the situation 
could become critical” at a 
local prison. 

The Independent Moni¬ 
toring Board (IMB) has pub¬ 
lished a report on how HMP 
Highpoint, near Stradishall, 
performed during 2014. 

The report acknowledges 
the hard work of prison 
staff, but highlights con¬ 
cerns including legal highs, 
poor staffing levels, and in¬ 
adequate facilities. 

The use of a legal high 
known as “spice” has sky¬ 
rocketed in 2014. In 2013 
72.2g of the substance were 
confiscated in the prison, 
while the following year this 
increased to 1.578kg, over 20 
times as much. 

The report calls for a relia¬ 
ble testing method for spice, 
as well as strong security 
measures. 

Also highlighted in the re¬ 
port are the aging facilties. 
In one unit of the prison it 
was reported in October that 
night staff gave prisoners a 
broom to clear the blocked

toilets with. The inspectors 
deemed this “unacceptable”. 

But one of the biggest 
problems identified in the 
report are the staffing levels 
at the prison, which it states 
are at an “all-time low”. The 
IMB reports that at the end 
of 2014 there were 54 vacan¬ 
cies at the prison. 

The report states: “Vacan¬ 
cies, sickness or emergen¬ 
cies can mean that at times 
the Governor and his Senior 
Management Team face an 
unenviable challenge to en¬ 
sure all essential daily tasks 
are covered and a safe and 
decent regime maintained.” 

The inspectors highlight 
that the staff work hard to 
cope with this, and high¬ 
lights learning and skills 
as an area where they do a 
“very good job”. 

As part of the “overall 
judgement” section of the 
report, the IMB write: “...the 
Board remains gravely con¬ 


cerned that this situation 
could become critical. With 
more budget cuts, staff leav¬ 
ing and not being replaced, 
and sickness levels remain¬ 
ing high can only have an 
adverse effect on the run¬ 
ning of a safe and decent es¬ 
tablishment.” 

A Prison Service spokes¬ 
person said in response to 
the report: “We are pleased 
that this report has high¬ 
lighted the commitment 
and dedication shown by 
the staff at HMP Highpoint. 

“Our prisons have safe 
and decent staffing levels, 
and we responded to recent 
pressures by recruiting over 
1,700 additional prison of¬ 
ficers. 

“We are determined to 
build on the hard work tak¬ 
ing place at this prison, fur¬ 
ther building a regime which 
provides the right incentives 
for prisoners to engage in 
education and work.”

Wanted: Make-up models 
for promising young artist

KATIE Donno was just 14 when she was 
hit by a chronic pain condition that 
stopped her walking. 

Unable to move around without help, 
she started watching YouTube makeup 
tutorials and teaching herself the skills. 
Now she’s beginning a makeup course 
at college - and she wants to try out her 
skills on local people. 

Katie, now 16, said: “I had nothing to 
do, I was just sitting there in the dining 
room, so I started watching makeup vid¬ 
eos. I couldn’t use my legs, so I used my 
hands.” 

She went on: “It was hard, because I 
was working in a local pub as a waitress 
and I really loved my job. It was fun to 
be able to have my money. Then to be 
in this state where I couldn’t walk and I 
had to have one to one help with every¬ 
thing...” 

Katie, who lives in Wratting Road, car¬ 
ried on with school and has just finished 
her GCSEs at Linton Village College. 
In September she will start a makeup 
course at Cambridge Regional College. 

Katie hopes to become a professional 
makeup artist, working in film, theatre, 
or the fashion industry. She has already 
helped out with amateur theatre pro¬ 
ductions and has started a makeup tuto¬ 
rial Youtube channel. 

She said: “It’s good because it’s quite a 
versatile job, and I know that I can do it

whether I’m in the wheelchair or not. 

“My family know that I will be able to 
work.” 

Her condition is called Complex Re¬ 
gional Pain Syndrome (CRPS), and little 
is known about how and why it happens. 
People who have it suffer severe pain, 
often in one part of their body. In Katie’s 
case, it meant her legs stiffened up in a 
bent position. 

She is managing the condition, and 
can now walk three to four steps un¬ 
aided. She usually uses a crutch while 
at home and a wheelchair while out and 
about. 

She said: “The makeup is something I 
can without any help.” 

Katie is now looking for local people 
who’d like their makeup done, so she 
can practise her skills. She has already 
advertised her free makeovers on social 
media. 

She said: “It’s great for people who oth¬ 
erwise wouldn’t be able to afford getting 
their makeup done. I had one lady con¬ 
tact me saying T have never been able to 
do eyeshadow, can you teach me?”’

"Around 12 customers 
would have seen an initial 
interruption to power at 
around 20.20 last night 


(Monday), but unfortunately 
electricity was lost to a 
further 20 customers at 
around 23.55pm and we 
isolated 17 customers for 
safety reasons." 

One resident who 
suffered a power cut posted 
on Facebook on Tuesday 
morning: "By my reckoning, 
been off since 2am and still 
off now 8am. Won't be long 
before freezers have thawed 
out."

“With that obviously 
comes expense. The grant is

really supporting the forma¬ 
tion of those teams.” 

The teams have just been 
set up, and are going to start 
in the leagues next month. 
Previously, there was no 
stepping stone from the jun¬ 
ior sides to the senior team. 

The grant will also help 
the club to buy kit and oth¬ 
er equipment. Some of the 
money provided will also 
be used to send coaches on 
training courses, including 
the FA level 1 and 2 coaching 
and FA youth award, as well 
as emergency aid and safe¬ 
guarding children courses. 

The “Grow the Game” 
scheme aims to increase 
participation in football na¬ 
tionwide by helping clubs 
cover the cost of setting up 
teams. 

The scheme has £1.9m 


in funding from the FA and 
the Premier League, and 
last season helped to create 
1,753 new teams. 

This year the grants are 
particularly focused on 
the Under-15 age bracket 
and above, as participation 
tends to decline as young 
people leave school. 

Two other West Suffolk 
teams, Brandon Town Youth 
FC and Mildenhall Town FC, 
also receibed grants. 

MP for West Suffolk Mat¬ 
thew Hancock said about 
the grants: “It is right that 
these excellent local football 
clubs have been recognised 
for their contributions to 
community sport. I have no 
doubt that these grants will 
help them go from strength 
to strength and I wish all the 
teams the best of luck in the 
new season.”

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PLANNING 

No demolition 
for village hall 


HAVERHILL campaigners 
say “the mind boggles” at a 
decision to preserve a for¬ 
mer village hall. 

The campaigners are part 
of a movement to save the 
early 19 th century Llint Cot¬ 
tage in Haverhill’s Bump- 
stead Road. The cottage has 
come under threat since a 
planning application to de¬ 
molish it and replace it with 
homes was submitted last 
month. 

The people trying to save 
the cottage have expressed 
disbelief after an applica¬ 
tion to demolish a small 
timber former village hall in 
Stradishall was rejected. 

The decision to preserve 
the building in The Street, 
Stradishall, was made by 
the chair and vice chair of 
the St Edmundsbury Bourgh 
Council Development Con- 
ttrol committee. 

The choice was referred 
to them after differences of 
opinion in the consultation 
on the application. 

An architectural and his¬ 
torical appraisal stated

that the hall has “a rather 
utilitarian character con¬ 
sidered of little historical 
and architectural interest.” 
Likewise, Stradishall Parish 
Council raised no objection 
to demolishing the building, 
which has not been in use 
since 2010. 

However, a conservation 
report states: “The building 
holds both architectural, 
historic and cultural value 
and such buildings are be¬ 
coming increasingly rare 
with the threat of demoli¬ 
tion and replacement.” It 
adds that the building that 
would have been erected- 
would compete with a near¬ 
by Grade II listed mansion. 

Matt Cooper, a resident 
of Bumpstead Road who is 
campaigning to save Llint 
Cottage said: “Stradishall 
Village Hall is affectionately 
referred to as “The Shed”. 
It has a corrugated sheet 
metal roof and is in a terri¬ 


ble state of disrepair. There 
were no public objections 
to the demolition (including 
Stradishall Parish Council) 
but the planning applica¬ 
tion was refused.” 

He went on: “The Shed vs 
Llint Cottage in the Heritage 
Asset stakes? The latter wins 
in my opinion and that of a 
great number of people, as 
evidenced by our Change, 
org petition which has now 
been signed by nearly 1,000 
supporters, the majority of 
whom have close ties with 
the local area.” 

He said that one of his 
naighbours, Bill Taylor, who 
is involved in the campaign, 
had sent a letter to St Ed¬ 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil regarding the decision, 
The borough council’s de¬ 
velopment control commit¬ 
tee will make a decision on 
the Llint Cottage Applica¬ 
tion on September 3.

My first 
bike... at 33 


A UGANDAN woman has defied 
cultural taboos and learned to 
ride a bike after living locally for 
more than 10 years. 

Aisha Shua, 33, who lives in 
Horseheath, says it is almost un¬ 
heard for a woman to cycle in her 
home country due to fears it will 
compromise their virginity. 

Following a friend’s encour¬ 
agement, Aisha discovered the 
“liberating” joy of pedal power - 
but has still yet to tell her mum 
about her new mode of trans¬ 
port. 

Aisha, a support worker, said: 
“In Uganda not many people cy¬ 
cle and women definitely do not. 

“They are told they will lose 
their virginity and will be gos¬ 
siped about. 

“But even women who have 
had children like my mother do 
not do so either. They cannot 
ride motorbikes without a driver 
too and then must sit sideways.” 

After nearly 10 years of living 
in one of the UK’s biggest cycling 
cities, Aisha finally picked up a 
bike after she began volunteer¬ 
ing for a charity which helps peo¬ 
ple of all abilities learn to ride. 

She explained: “My friend told 
me it’s no good me helping peo-

pie to ride a bike when I cannot 
do so myself, so he bought me 
my first bike. 

“But it turned out to be so con¬ 
venient. One cannot be caught 
up in traffic - it’s so liberating. I 
feel free while cycling.” 

Aisha now hopes a cycling 
revolution will one day make its 
way back to Uganda - but says 
it would take a brave woman to 
break the taboo. 

She said: “We travel miles and 
to get to places, for example if 
you live in villages, schools and 
hospitals are really, really far. 

“But there are few transport 
options available. Few people 
can afford a car. I lived in the city 
Kampala but even I walked four 
miles to school every morning 
and then back again. It would 
help us if we were allowed to use 
bikes because they are so con¬ 
venient and do not need petrol.” 

She added: “I don’t know if I 
would be brave enough to take 
my bike though. Maybe one day 
I will see if I can get away with it.”

C ONTROLLING two vehicles might sound 
daunting, but all it takes is a little extra 
preparation and precaution. With the 
summer holidays underway, The Caravan Club 
has put together a list of towing tips and advice 
for those who are planning a road trip this 
summer. 

The Caravan Club recommends the following 
advice to ensure the perfect getaway: 

Planning 

• Before setting off make sure that the caravan is 
correctly hitched up to the towing vehicle, also

• Use extension mirrors when towing to ensure a 
good rear view. These are a legal requirement for 
most car-caravan combinations 

• Remember not to panic if the caravan being 
towed begins to swing slightly, this can happen 
particularly in cross winds or if a large vehicle is 
alongside. Gently slow down without braking or 
trying to steer and the sway should disappear. 

Weight considerations 

• Check the weight of the vehicle being towed to 
ensure your car is capable of towing it.

Braking distances & manoeuvring 

• When controlling two vehicles, it is important 


to allow more time and space 

• Brake earlier than normal and allow more 
time to accelerate. Also, due to the size of the 
combination, make sure corners are taken more 
widely. 

Legal requirements 

• It is a requirement for the towed vehicle to 
display a legal number plate which matches the 
car towing it 

• Legal speed limits are often lower when 
towing, so it is important to check before setting 
off 

• Do not carry passengers in the caravan when 
towing - it is illegal and dangerous.
